1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be

2. Interpretation. — In those rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires, words and expressions used but not defined herein 
shall have the meanings assigned to them in the Central Reserve 
Police Force Rules, 1955. 

3. Composition of the Cadre.— (.1) There shall be constitu- 
ted a Medical Officers Cadre in the Central Reserve Police 
Force and it shall consist of the categories of posts specified in 
column (2) of the Table below.

J. Recruitment to the cadre.— (1) All posts of General 
Duty Officers Grade II shall be filled by direct recruitment

10. Private practice . Any person appointed to any post 
under these rales shall not be allowed private practice includ- 
ing consultant and laboratory practice, 

11. Other Conditions of service .-—The Central Reserve 
Police Force Act, 1949 and Central Reserve Police Force Rules, 
1955, shall, so far as may be, apply to persons appointed under 
the provisions of these rules in respect of other conditions of 
service not specifically provided for in those rules. 

12. Disqualification : — No person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

13. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions 
of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons 
or posts . 

14. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to bo provided for Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of porsons 
in accordance with the orders issued by tho Central Government 
from time to time in this regard. 

15. Interpretation If any question arises relating to the 
interpretation of these rules, it snail be referred to the Central 
Government who shall decide the same.

(a) vvho has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 
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Provided that the Centra! Government may. if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the poisonnelLw applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exepi m any person trom the operation of this rule.

7. Saving — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of peiBons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 122. — The following draft regulations further to 
amend the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, which the Central 
Government proposes to make, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by section 57 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), is 
published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 59 of 
of the said Act, for the information of all persons likely to 
be affecled thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of four months from the date of publication of this notifica- 
tion in the official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the expiry 
of the period so specified will he considered by the Central 
Government. 

DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called the Coal Mine* 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1976. 

2. After regulation 8 of the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Regulation), the following 
regulation shall be inserted namely:— 

“8A Appointment of officials superior to manager, 

(1) The owner of a mine shall submit, in writing to the 
Chicr Inspector, a statement showing names and 
designations of all officers of the mine above the 
rank of the manager, authorised to act as representa- 
tives of the owner in respect -of planning, direction, 
control or management of the mine, 
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(2) The statement shall also show the responsibilities of 

each such officer and the matters in respect of which 
he is authorised to act as representative of the owner. 

(3) Such officer shall be deemed to he agent of the owner 

for the mine or group of mines, as the case may be, 
in respect of the responsibilities specified in such 
statement. 

(4; The statement aforesaid shall be submitted within 
ono month from the date of coming into force of 
the Coal Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 1976 in 
the case of mines already opened, or reopened as 
the ease may be, and in other cases within one 
month from the date of opening or reopening of 
the mine. 

(5) Any change, addition or alteration in the names or 
other particulars of the aforesaid statement shall be 
reported in writing to the Chief Inspector within 
seven days from the date of such change, addition 
or alteration,” 

3. In sub-regulation (I) of regulation 9 of the said regula- 
tions, in sub-clause (v) of clause fa) for the words “in a 
mine to which regulation 144 docs not apply”, the words “in 
any gassy seam of the first degree” shall be substituted. 

4, In regulation 31 of the said regulations,. — 

(i) In sub-regulaion (2) the words, brackets and figure 

“and subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3)” 
shall be omitted ; 

(ii) sub-regulation (3) shall he omitted. 

J. After sub-regulation (2) of regulation 37 of the said 
regulations, the following sub-regulations shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

“(3) In every mine, a roster of persons, not below the 
rank of a Second Class Manager, and who shall be 
responsible for the work done on a restday or holi- 
day, shall be maintained in a register kept for the 
purpose. The instructions in respect of work entrus- 
ted to each such person shall be clearly specified in 
such register and the entries shall be signed by the 
ersons concerned and countersigned by the manager 
efore the restday or holiday, as the case may be. 

(4) The person on rosier duty shall be readily available 
at the mine and he shall ensure that the work entma- 
ted to him is done strictly in accordance with the 
instructions given to him. It shall also be his res- 
ponsibility to withdraw persons from the mine in case 
of any emergency involving safety of workers or 
oiher persons and to inform the manager or other 
senior officials about such emergency.” 

6. In regulation 42 A of the said regulations, in sub-clause 
(i) of clause (m), for the words and figures “within 90 metres 
of the working places”, the words and figures “within 60 
metres of the working places” shall he substituted. 

7. For sub-regulation (7) of regulation 43 of the said 
regulations, the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, 
namely :■ — 

“(7) He shall see that approved safety lamps are used 
and naked lights excluded.” 

8. In sub-regulation (3) of regulation 44 of the said regula- 
tions, for sub-clause (D of clause fb), the following sub- 
clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(i) a suitable solid wooden bunton or pole by which 
all parts of (he roof can be effectively tested bv a 
person standing on the floor ; and” 

9. In sub-regulation (3) of regulation 79 of the said regu- 
lations, in clause (d) for the words "other than the chargeman 
or a person authorised in writing by the manager”, the words 
“other than banksman or onsetter. as the case may be, or a 
person authorised in writing in this behalf by the manager” 
shall be substituted. 


10 . For sub-regulation (4) of regulation 130 of the said 
regulations, the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, 

namely : — 

“(4)(u) If with respect to any mine or part thereof, the 
regional inspector is of the opinion that any mechani- 
cal ventilator installed in the mine under sub-regu- 
lation (3) is no longer adequate to secure such ade- 
quate ventilation as is specified in this regulation, 
he may by an order in writing, require installation 
and maintenance, of such a mechanical ventilator 
as is capable of producing such adequate ventilation 
in every part of the mine, 

(h) In every mine having workings in gassy seams of 
second or third degree, a standby fan or an alter- 
native source of drive for the mechanical ventilator 
shall be provided so that, in case of stoppage of the 
ventilator due to discontinuance of main source of 
power or other reasons beyond control, adequate 
ventilation in every part of the mine is resumed 
with least possible delay.” 

11. For sub-regulations (2) and (3) of regulation 133 of the 
said regulations, the following sub-regulations shall be substi- 
tuted. namely : — ■ 

“(2)(a) The installation and maintenance of every 
mechanical ventilator and booster fan shall be 
supervised and controlled by a competent person 
appointed for the purpose, 

(b) A competent person appointed for the installation 
and maintenance of mechanical Ventilator and 
booster fan shall once at least in every seven days, 
examine every mechanical ventilator and booster 
fan in use and shall record the result of such ins- 
pection thereof in a bound paged book kept for the 
purpose. 

(3 )(a > Except in an emergency, no person shall start, 
stop, restart, remove or in any way alter, repair or 
interfere with any such ventilator or booster fan, 
except on the written authority of the manager or 
other official authorised in writing in this behalf, 

(b) The written authority referred to under clause (a) 

shall clearly specify the conditions under which a 
ventilator or booster fan shall be started, stopped, 
or restarted, the period for which it can be stopped, 
and the procedure for removal repair, alterations, or 
interference with, such fans. 

(c) Particulars of every alteration and of every stoppage 

including any stoppage beyond control together with 
duration thereof, shall be recorded by the com- 
petent person appointed under sub-regulation (5) in 
a bound paged book kept tinder clause (b) of sub- 
regulation (2), 

Provided that, whenever, a mechanical ventilator or booster 
fan has been stopped for any reason whatsoever, the compe- 
tent person shall immediately record the time of stoppage in 
the aforesaid book and send it to the manager or the person 
authorised in this behalf under clause (a) or the official on 
roster duty under sub-regulation (3) of regulation 37, as the 
case may be. for his apprisal. The manager or the person 
or the official aforesaid, as the case may be, shall sign the 
entry in the aforesaid book in respect of the stoppage, put 
the date and time under signature, and return the book to 
the competent person ; 

Provided further that when the stoppage of mechanical 
ventialator or a bostcr fan has been brought to the notice 
of the official other than the manager or person authorised 
in this behalf, the said official shall immediately inform the 
fact, in writing to the manager or in his absence, to any 
concerned person appointed under clause (a) of sub-regulation 
(2), officer superior to the manager, about such stoppage. The 
manager or person or superior officer aforesaid, as the case 
may be. shall acknowledge, in writing the receipt of such 
information sent to him and shall, without prejudice to the 
Standing Orders under regulation 134, take such action as 
may he expedient for the safety of nersons employed in the 
mine. The details of every action thus taken by’ him shall 
be recorded in the aforesaid book. 
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(d) l he manager or the person or the senior official, 
referred to in the second proviso to clause (c), on 
being informed or coming to know of the stoppage 
of a mechanical ventilator or a booster fan, shall 
decide about disconnecting of electric supply to the 
mine and the extent of such disconnection. Details 
of such disconnection shall be entered in the book 
kept under clause (b) of sub-regulation (2). 

Provided that in case of stoppage of the mechanical venti- 
lator or the booster fan, the electrical supply or other source 

of drive to any auxliary fan, it installed, shall be disconnected 

immediately by an arrangement of sequence control or other 
effective arrangement." 

12. In sub-regulation (4) of regulation 142 of the said 

regulations, the proviso shall he omitted. 

13. In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 146 of the said 

regulations, after the words “gallery” the words “in a gassy 
seam of the second or third degree" shall be inserted. 

14. For regulation 149 of the said regulations, the follow- 
ing regulation shall be substituted, namely t —

ing regulation shall be substituted, namely 

“149. Management etc. of gassy mines. — (1) For every 
mute consisting of gassy seams of the first, second 
or third degree, the manager shall be assisted by a 
ventilation officer responsible for supervising the 
maintenance of the ventilation system of the mine 
in accordance with the provisions of these 
regulations ; 

Provided that no ventilation officer is required to be 
appointed if the average output of the gassy seam 
or seams of the first degree is five thousand tonnes 
or less or if the average output of the gassy scam 
or seams of the second or third degree is two 
thousand five hundred tonnes or less. 

(2j No person shall be appointed as a ventilation officer 
unless he holds — 

fa) in the case of a mine having gassy seam of the 
first degree and having an average output in excess 
of 15.000 tonnes, a Manager’s certificate; 

(b) in the case of a mine having gassy seam of the 
second or third degree and having an average 
output in excess of 10,000 tonnes, a Manager's 
certificate ; 

(cl in the case of a mine having gassy seam of the 
first degree' and having an output in excess of 
5,000 tonnes, apd in the case of a mine having 
gassy scam of the second or third degree and 
having an average output in excess of 2,500 tonnes, 
a Manager’s certificate or a degree or diploma or 
certificate in mining subjccls referred to in the 
proviso to sub-regulation (1) of regulation 16. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the proviso 
to sub-regulation ( 1 ), if the conditions or extent of 
any mfne or searp is such I hat it requires the appoint- 
ment of a ventilation officer, the Chief Inspector 
may by a special order require that the manager 
of such mine shall he assisted by a person possessing 
such qualifications as he may specify in that order, 
to s.upcrvi'.; the maintenance of the ventilation sys- 
tem of the mine.
